THE ROMAN ANGARIA. 


Ancient Postal System That Cam 


Down From the Persians. 


The carefully organized postal sys- 


tem of today is of course more com 
plete than the angaria of the ancien 
Romans, yet their mail traveled- .with 
considerable speed. 


The system of angari, or couriers on 


horseback, was borrowed from the Per- 
Binns, who, according to Zenophon, had 
established it under Cyrus the Elder. 
The Roman adaptation of it was the 
best system of transmitting letters 
among tbe ancient states. 


AH along the great Roman Broads 


bouses were erected at a distance of 
five or six miles from each other. At 
each of these stations forty horses 
were constantly kept, and by the help 
Of relays it was easy to travel a hun- 
dred miles in a day. 


These services were intended for the 


state only, it being imperative t<» se- 
cure the rapid interchange of official 
communications. In the time of Julius- 
Caesar the system was so well or- 


~15Jnrfzed that of two letters the great 
. soldier wrote from Britain to Cicero at 


Rome the one reached its destination 
Jta twenty-six and the other in twen- 
ty-eight days. 


Private citizens had to trust to the 


services of slaves, and it is not until 
the end of the third centyry that we 


- Ifear of the establishment of a postal 


system for private persons by the Em- 
peror Diocletian, bnt how long this 
system remained history does not say. 


The supply of horses and their main- 


tenance were compulsory, and only the 
emperor could grant exemption from 
either. The word angaria therefore came 
to mean compulsory service in dis- 
patching the royal mall.—Scrap Book.

San Francisco, March 21.—The long- 


looked-for indictments in the munici- 
pal graft cases were returned Wednes- 
day night. The grand jury filed with 
Presiding Judge Coffey of the superior 
court 75 indictments, charging bribery.' 
These were found on evidence pre- 
sented to the grand jury after six 
months' probing into the municipal 
affairs of this city by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Francis J. Heney and 
Secret Service Agent "William 
J. 


Burns. Assistant Heney issued the 
following: 


"Of the 66 indictments charging 


Abraham Ruef with bribery, IS are lor 
the alleged bribing of th'e board of su- 
pervisors in connectionwith the grant- 
ing of fight permits to the so-called 
prizefight trust. Ruef is charged with 
having paid each one of the 18 super- 
visors $500, and one indictment was 
returned for each supervisor alleged 
to have been bribed. Eighteen indict- 
ments against Ruef are for bribing the 
18 supervisors to vote for 85-cent gas 
Instead of a 75-cent rate, it being 
charged "that each one «f the super- 
visors was paid $750 by Ruef. Thir- 
teen indictments against him are fot 
the alleged bribing of 13 supervlsort

If it 
results In. cheapening the cost of laun- 
dering only the fraction of n cent the

The founding of the Alclen Speare 


fellowship, Professor Duncan says, is 
only.the beginning of the new relation- 
ship. 


"By October," says Professor Dun- 


can, "there will ,be a dozen fellow- 
ships. This opens a way for the small 
manufacturer to solve many of the dif- 
ficulties that have harassed his busi- 
ness. It is a chance to use the newesi 
knowledge, tlio latest discoveries of 
science. It is a chance for the people 
to get a concrete return from the uni- 
versities. 
Almost any manufacturer 


can afford the cost of the fellowship 
needed in his particular industry/a cost 
so small that if science did not prac- 
tically insure success would be no at- 
traction to a chemist."

The army owns nearly 3,000 
acres of farm land, divided into colo- 
nies, at Fort Romie, Cal.; Fort Amity, 
Colo., and Fort Herrick,.O. The army 
is doing a grand settlement w-ork ,'la 
the slums of the large cities. A body 
of women In plain gingham dresses 
and aprons will rent a room In the 
worst tenement house they can find, 
clean it up, put In simple furniture 
and then begfiTW^'neighbor" among 
the pitiful people about them. They 
nurse the sick, teach the well better 
ways of living, conduct sewing and 
cooking classes, plan fresh air excur- 
sions for sickly little ones, take care of 
neglected children whose mothers are 
•way at work and shroud the death.
